Conway has 
lived to illustrate the fact that vitality, 
if excessive, is not vice, and that a 
thoughtless act of ingenious cruelty 
owy be committed in youth which a 
manhood may more than atone for. No 
sane man can defend a practical joke 
upon any theory of sense, but who ei- 
peots sense of students ? Conway's ao 
toioplices in this scheme were honored 
members of society, one of them at least 
sorting as Secretary of the Louisville 
Industrial Convention.— Chicago Tri- 
bune. 


Although we never saw tho above 


story in print'bofore, we heard.it when 
it was new—more than twenty-five 
years ago—and then it contained a little 
more than is related by the 
Tribune. 


Dr Peck was one of the most indulgent 
o''college presidents,und the good humor 
with which he regarded the numberless 
jokes ut "tho boys" made him the fre- 
quent subject of thoir efforts at 
fun. 


When he returned to Carlisle from 
Staunton, tho story of bis enforced in- 
carceration in the lunatic asylum creat- 
ed u goud deal of merriment at his ex- 
pense, and the good doctor was so much 
amused himself that he determined to 
find out tho perpetrator of the joke. 
Accordingly ho assembled the students 
in tho chapel, and in his own inimita- 
ble, manner related to them the story of 
his troubles. He concealed nothing, 
but mitdo "a clean breast" of tbe whole 
affair, .mil said that he wanted to know
